SUBJECT: Logging Operations, Inspection Procedures and Interpretive Guidance Including Twelve

A

Previously Stayed Provisions

Purpose.

This directive transmits to field personnel established revised policies and provides clarification to ensure
uniform enforcement of the Logging Operations Standard, § 1910.266. These policies and procedures
were amended in part to clarify enforcement of the previously stayed provisions of the standard.

This Program Directive is an internal guideline, not a statutory or regulatory rule, and is intended to
provide instructions to VOSH personnel regarding internal operation of the Virginia Occupational
Safety and Health Program and is solely for the benefit of the program. This document is not subject to

the Virginia Register Act or the Administrative Process Act; it does not have general application and is
not being enforced as having the force of law.

Scope.

This directive applies to all VOSH personnel, and specifically to Occupational Safety Compliance and
Consultation Services personnel.

The Deputy Commissioner, Directors and Managers shall assure that the general inspection procedures

and clarifications in this directive are followed, that compliance officers are familiar with the content of
the standard, and that they are aware of the expiration of the administrative stay of 12 provisions of the

standard, of the corrections and technical amendments to the standard published on September 8, 1995.
